ed By an Eminent Man. 


Experiments With a New Treat- 


ment-Reported By the London 


Lancet-The Effects. 


(The following is published on the re- 


quest of a lady for many years a 
subscriber to tlie Advertiser.) 


The London Lancet gives some par- 


ticulars of investigations at Queen's 
Hospital, Birmingham, by Dr. John 
Clay, touching a new method of treat- 
ing cancer. A study of the pathology 
of cancer led him to the opinion that 
a carbohydrate of some •kind might 
prove beneficial, and for several rea- 
sons he decided that Chian turpen- 
tine might prove the most suitable. 
Mr. day reports several cases in which 
remarkable benefit evidently resulted, 
witlh every prospectf^perinasemt cure.' 
The new remedy was administered in 
pills as follows: Chian turpentine, six 
grains; flowers of sulphur, four grains; 
to be made into two pills, to be taken 
every four hours. In a case where the 
turpentine could not be digested in 
pills, it was made into an emulsion 
An ethereal solution of Chian turpen- 
tine was prepared by dissolving one 
ounce of the turpentine in two ounces 
of pure sulphuric ether (anaesthetic). 
Of this solution, % oz , solution of 
tragacanth, 4 oz.; syrup, 1 oz ; flowers 
of sulphur, 40 grains; water, 16 oz , 1 
oz. three times daily. The maximum 
dose of the Chian turpentine which can 
be safely and continuously given is 
twenty-five grains dally. It is advis- 
able to discontinue the remedy for a 
few days after ten or twelve weeks' 
constant administration, and then to 
resume it as before. 


Commenting on the efforts of tbe 


new medicine, Dr Clay says. 
'The 


turpentine appears to act upon tbe 
periphery of the growth with great 
vigor, causing the speedy disappear- 
ance of -what is usually termed the 
cancerous infitration, and thereby ar- 
resting the further development of the 
tumor. It produces equally efficient re- 
sults on the whole mass, seemingly 
destroying its vitality, but more slow- 
ly. It appears to dissolve all the can- 
cer cells, leaving the vessel to become 
suddenly atrophied, and the firmer 
structures gradually to gain a com- 
paratively normal condition 
It is a 


most efficient abodyne, causing an en- 
tire cessation of pain in a few days, 
and far more effectually than any se- 
dative I have ever given In the cases 
I have described no sedative was em- 
ployed in any Instance, although In 
some cases where great pain bad ex- 
sted previously to commencing the 
treatment, large doses bad been given

any amount of sugar, up to a stated 
quantity, might be purchased by the 
Jobber at a given price, and that a low 
one. This was to, cut the ground from 
under the trust's rivals, but dt was 
made only to its factors. 
The latter are all the wholesale groc- 
ers except two or three, whose ar- 
Tangement with the trust provides for 
a rebate of from % to 1-16 from the 
list price, to be made periodically. 
The Arbucklesiand Doeschers, when 


they entered the Chicago market, made 
a cut In prices. It did not bring the 
expected increase in sales, as the Job- 
tars were able under their contracts 
to draw on the trust for sugar at the 
same prices. The contracts began ex- 
piring a short time ago. Before the 
date was reached the trust's repre- 
sentatives visited the factors and ex- 
tended the agreement. When the Ar- 
backtes and Doeschers found this out 
•Qvey announced a cut to 5.20 cents and 
coupled with it the notice that they 
would do business direct with the retail 
trade. They followed it up with a fur- 
ther cut to 545 cents—a full % of a 
cent below the trust price. 


The local bouses of the Arbuckles 


and Doesctters were bombarded with 
Irosfrieas. Salesmen for the jobbers and 
•wholesalers came into report that the 
market waa taken away from the trust; 
that all the retailers in Chicago were 
dealing with the opposition. No at-

A large black diaphragm having a 


circular hole in its center, was thrust 
over the larger end of the telescope, 
at right angles to the long axis of the 
instrument, By this means the eye- 
end of the instrument and its immed- 
iate neighborhood was shielded from 
the direct rays of the sun. 
Then a 


white screen was arranged at right 
angles to th« Kmg axis of the telescope 
about a foot from the eyepiece 
This 


screen received the image of the sun 
with the moon encroaching upon Its 
disc. By this means as many as could 
crowd into the dome of the observatory 
were able to watoh the phenomenon. 
Several large sun spots were discovered 
near the center of the sun. 


A good many citizens and pupils of 


a number of the public and private 
schools watched the eclipse. 


A defendant's brief was filed yester- 


day in the appeal from assessment of 
coffee lands of Dr. N. 'Russell, et a]., vs. 
H. C. Austin, tax assessor. 


The plaintiffs are cultivators of cof- 


fee upon lands owned by them at Olaa, 
island of Hawaii, and made their sev- 
eral returns to the assessor on the 
value of such lands. 


The assessor, deeming that the val- 


ues had bean placed 'below the unim- 
proved market value thereof, raised 
them to a higher figure than set forth 
in the .returns. 


The plaintiffs appealed to the board 


of tax appeals and evidence of the 
market value of the several parcels of 
land was presented by both parties. 
The Tax Appeal Board rendered its de- 
cision, and in each case made a reduc- 
tion from the value assessed by the 
Assessor, but decided upon higher val- 
uations than those returned by the re- 
spective taxpayers. 


It appears from the evidence that 


the Assesor assessed the several par- 
cels of land at a valuation which the 
deemed to be the fair, unimproved 
market value of the same. The plain- 
tiffs claimed that the enhanced value 
of the land, if any, was due to the 
crops and coffee cultivation, together 
with the buildings and improvements 
placed upon the land by them in their 
prosecution of the coffee industry, and, 
as by statute. Chapter 68, Laws 1892, 
"all coffee trees and ramie plants, and 
all coffee and ramie produced in this 
country; and all mills, machinery, etc., 
used exclusively in the care, cultivation 
or preparation of coffee or ramie for 
market shall be and are exempt from 
all taxes and import duties," and as 
the enhanced market value of the land 
was due to the coffee cultivation and 
incidental improvements, and that the 
additional assessment was, practically, 
a tax upon the coffee trees, mills, etc., 
and waa illegal. 


It is contended on behalf of the de- 


fendant that the market value of unim- 
proved land, (of a similar quality), 
wonld afford a measure of value and 
that this land having become of high- 
er value because of the cultivation of 
coffee In the locality, doee not exempt 
the owners of such land from paying 
taxes upon such higher value. 


The evidence shows that the assess- 
ments made by the Assessor in these 
cases were even lower than the market 
value of similar lands in that neigh- 
borhood whichxlad no improvements 
upon them.

Mr. •Russell, an electrical expert who 
is doing work for some of_the big plan- 
tations, was a guest. The trip from 
town to the terminus at Kahuka ant 
return was made to the beautiful spe- 
cial or private car Pearl. Luncheon 
was carried along and served at the 
proper time. 


The purpose of this Inspection by 


the Government representatives, with 
railway men present is to pass upon 
the claim for subsidy.

•of yesterday was a treat in its way 
Particular interest attached to the run 
from Waialua to the tenntons. This 
was made fast one way and slow the 
.other for -the purpose of inspection in 
tine latter instance and test of track 
and- railing stock In the second. 
Everything was entirely satisfactory. 


Easily the chief feature of the line 


on the extension is the splendid bridge 
that spans the treacherous Waimea 
gulch. It 4s a fact in engineering 
creditable to the men who desired it 
and ia a strong showing of willingness 
•on the part of the Company to expend 
money when safety Is in question. The 
road at this place makes a curve in- 
land or mauka that amounts practl- 
-cally to a detour. At the beach there 
are quicksands that forbid the use of 
piles, so the foundations are placed 
above and are solid seemingly for all 
time. The lower works of the bridge 
are so built that it would appear they 
must withstand the most violent attack 
of flood. It is about half a year ago 
that floods carried away the wagon 
bridge that spanned the gulch and 
stream a considerable distance from 
the quicksands. That bridge had been 
planned to resist a stream but the 
heavy debris coming down carried the 
structure out to eea and little if any 
of it was recovered. Some of the 
pieces floated over to the Island of 
KanaL 


The scenic beauties of the

Nothing Said of Cuba—Philippines 


and the Open Door—Work Cut 


Out Por United States. 


WASHINGTON, December 
26.— A 


prominent member of McKinley's Ca- 
binet has outlined the policy to be 
adopted ;by the Administration towards 
the Philippines. 


Presupposing the peace treaty be- 


tween Spain and the United States is 
promptly ratified by Che Senate, to 
which body it will toe sent January 
4th, the President and his advisers 
have d^e^vri^y^^S"! 


First— While lihe products of Porto 


Rico and Hawaii are. to come in free 
the products of the Philippines musi 
pay the Dingley tariff duty. We are 
to trade with them on the same basis 
as the rest of the world. 


Second — the "open-door" policy wil 


not affect customs due between the 
United States and the Philippine Is- 
lands. To make them self-supporting 
the 'Philippine tariff schedule- will r«# 
quire this country to pay its share ol 
customs duties. 


Third— The United States is to take 


the Filipinos under its care; to teach 
them the principles of republican in- 
stitutions, and to teach them love for 
liberty and free institutions. 


Fourth— To teach them the knowl- 


edge of self-government and, while mi- 
litary rule must ibe maintained nntL 
other laws are made, to place the island 
government on a self-sustaining basis

Certain of Mr. Edward Atkinson's 


statements at the late New England 
dinner given in Springfield, Mass, 
^rnich .were republlsbed in these 
•columns yesterday also involve the 
-question of historical accuracy. Mr 
Atkinson said, alluding to the landing 
ot the missionaries in Hawaii, "we 
lound there a large number of happy 
contented people. They enjoyed their 
lands and lives." 


Tnis is the statement made by aa 


«dneated writer, a man who unques 
•Jonably prides himself on his accuracy 
in the research for facts. He is clearly 
under some strange spell that prevents 
tbe use of the ordinary intuitions of a 
otndent. Excluding the relations of the 
missionaries with the people of thea* 
islands in the early part of tbe Cen- 
tury, as mn affair Involving bitter dif- 
ierencea of opinion, the actual social 
aad political condition of the natives 
lias a scientific interest, as the condi- 
tions of other nationalities have. 


The early voyagers, the traders, the 


•whalemen, have generally agreed upon 
tbe social condition of these "happy 
and contented people" as Mr. Atkinson 
calls them. Not a native owned 
square foot of land. Not even a chief 
owned land. The population had great- 
ly diminished through wars. Cook's 
end Vancouver's men had spread loath- 
some uiseases among the people. The 
cure of sickness was in the bands of 
eoothaayers. Ignorance and supersti 
tlon were universal. 


'Whether the people were "contented 


and happy" depends upon the definition 
of these words. In one sense the naked 
savages, with a good digestion, with 
leisure to bask in the sun, or to im- 
dnlge tn the sweet pleasure of burning 
tbeir enemies alive, are quite as happy, 
and indeed may be more happy than a 
modern millionaire who takes no en- 
joyment in books and art and nature, 
besides being confronted day and night, 
if be is a Christian, with the distress- 
tog apparition of the oamel trying to 
plunge through the eye of a needle. 
There is a school of radical philoso- 
phers who believe that the true savage 
BUB nothing to envy in the lot of his 
dTiHzed brother. But Mr. Atkinson has 
not, heretofore professed this creed. 
A fair inference from all && interest- 
ing writings is that the institutions and 
customs and social arrangements of 
tbe old Bay State, are on the whole 
preferable to the state of the "un- 
tutored" savage. 


Perhaps Mr. Atkinson's knowledge of 


tbe joys and sorrows of the savage life 
are derived from such works as 
Typee," 'by Herman Melville, although 
•we strongly suspect that he is the 
guileless victim of Capt. Julius A. Pal- 
mer's "Romances from the forecastle 
or among the 400 on a cocoanut 
island." 


As it was the custom among the na- 


tives, before the advent of the mis- 
sionaries to neglect the aged and fre- 
quently to bury them alive, when they 
became useless, and infanticide was 
openly practised, Mr. Atkinson may 
liave seen in these usages the sources 
of true social contentment, and mourns 
their absence in tbe country within 
sight of Bunker's hill. 


Mr. Atkinson's statement, if correct, 


is certainly a powerful argument 
against the need of any evolution or 
Improvement in man.

THE CULTIVATION 
OF 


In the American Journal of Pharma- 


cy is an elaborate article on the culti- 
vation of gisger as a commercial pro- 
duct in the island of Jamaica. 


It is an important article of com- 


merce. In the judgment of the writer, 
from 25,000 to 50,000 of the people are 
more or less dependent upon it for 
ready money. In 1896 the amount ex- 
ported was 1,906,609 Ibs. The,estimates 
are that only 250 acres of land are 
under the cultivation of this sort in 
large farms. It is mainly grown in 
small patches near tbe homes of the 
poorer people, so that they can, al 
odd moments, tend them. In the cul- 
tivation of this plant the labor of the 
women .and children is important. Tbe 
average yield is from 1000 to 1500 
pounds per acre, and the price -is about 
12 cents per pound. The plants are 
set out in March and April and are 
harvested in December and January. 
There Is also a rattoon crop. It is said 
that the crop is an exhaustive one, 
but there do not appear to be any 
serious attempts to provide an ade- 
quate fertilizer. Much land upon whidi 
coffee and ginger have been cultivated 
has been abandoned. This Is largely 
due to a failure to preserve the fer- 
tility of the soil. 


Here apparently, then, is a simple 


Industry which, if properly introduced 
in these Islands would bring a com- 
fortable income to native, Portuguese 
and Asiatic families, without interfer- 
ing with the regular occupations of the 
men. If it is successful in Jamaica, it 
surely can be made successful here. 
The Introduction of this industry, as 
well as that of the cultivation of tbe 
vanilla bean, ajod the perfume flowers, 
lias a philanthropic side to it. 


Every new industry needs a Moses,— 


a man with intelligence, energy and 
pluck to work out the problem, simple 
as it is, and convert the unbelievers. 
Here Is an agricultural .resource, but 
thete Is no brain to grasgjt and make 
:t useful. 


Several of our young men are de- 


voting themselves to certain phases of 
missionary work. But this highly Im- 
portant missionary work of teaching 
men and women and children how to 
feed and clothe themselves, as a prep- 
aration for better living and thinking 
s not understood or urged by the com- 
munity. 


We are, as communities usually are, 


profoundly ignorant of the real rela- 
ion of religion to life. A hungry man, 
lowever. "good" he may be, prefers a 
sandwich to the richest spiritual food, 
and where the struggle for existence 
is the closest, there Js the least pro- 
gress in the religions life. 


The apostles of Christian civilisation 


know how to make the twin 


crews of religion and industry drive, 
with harmony and complementary 
orce. tbe vessel of progress, belong to 
the new breed of missionaries. If there 
was- as much interest In encouraging 
he few Apostles here and others ready 
to Join them, as there Is to worshipping 
he sugar god, we would soon see some 
ourishing small industries In opera' 
ion which would stand as Joint re- 
gious and secular work,—the ageney 
>f tbe twin screws.

closed to him. He was also seven 
thousand miles from home. He watt 
at once forced to make a port and sup- 
ply station.lor hl» ships or fly the 
home pennant. He chose to make his 
own port, toore away for Manila and 
caught the Spanish fleet before it could 
scatter. 


While the people are shouting over 


his victory In the destruction of an ill- 
conditioned Spanish fleet, the students 
In history see that Dewey's renown 
will rest mainly on his daring method 
of meeting tihe emergency caused by 
the neutral proclamations. Suddenly 
driven out to sea, ,by the rules of in- 
ternational law, seven thousand miles 
away from his base of supplies, he 
lected the stronghold of the Spaniards 
for refuge tn Asiatic waters. Nelson 
could not have done better. Parragut, 
running the fire of the forts on the 
Mississippi could not have done better. 
The men behind the guns quickly set- 
tled the conflict of blood and iron. But 
the glory of the affair is with the brain 
that was confronted with an emergen- 
cy arising out of International law; 
that observed and yet triumphed over 
the regulations of international law by 
suddenly creating an American port in 
Asiatic waters.

should be delighted over the regular 
tions of the British war department 
on the matter of the use of alcohol.

reason why It was possible to conduct 
a "dry" military campaign is that Lord 
Kitchener had the sense and the abili- 
ty to create the proper condlton for 
enforcing this rule.

lumaa ingenuity could devise to keep 
every soldier in the best physical cq»r 
dltion. Men supplied witft* proper food 
and clothing, and properly cared for 
do not require stimulants. Instead of 
preaching the prosaic arguments of 
the evils of intemperance, the British 
war office acted upon the injury aris- 
ng from the greater evil of bad hy- 
genic conditions. To avoid these bad 
conditions, it did not issue a million of 
pamphlets on the subject, but removed 
these conditions or prevented their 
'xistence. It was doing and not talk- 
ng. 
When the action of the British war 


department is followed by the social 
•eformers, and the conditions of - so- 
ciety are gradually changed, so that 
wretchedness and poverty and despair 
s not the lot of a large portion of the 
lopulation, especially in the cities, tie 
saloon question will be easily disposed 
.f. 
It is said that the proposition to give 


ndustrious and sober worklngmen an 
tld "age pension upon reaching their 
ixtieth year of age, will do more for 
be cause of total abstinence than "all 
ot. the preaching, and lecturing, and 
he publication of harrowing literature 


tl»e evils of drink. Secure for every 


man a .home, and you create a condi- 
tion which will create to a large ex- 
tent, a barrier against the aggressions 
of the rum bottle. If the temperance 
reformers will BO fix it that every 
man who deserves It shall bave land 
enough for a home, and will prevent 
such a holding of God's earth by a 
few persons, -they will make the dis- 
tillation of whiskey rather unprofit- 
able. 


It is Indeed humiliating that one of 


the best illustrations of the proper 
method of advancing the cause of tem- 
perance should come from tbe detest- 
able art of -war. wtolte an armv of 
philanthropists continue to move in 
the dark.

HE VISITED STRANGE ISLAND 


Mad* Extensive Explorations—List 


of Key Words-In Samoa—Had 


a Letter to Qen. Blanco. 


The 'London Times tella of the, re- 


turn, to England from the Carolina Isl- 
ands of Frederick W. Christian, wbo 
baa a very interesting account to give 
of Ma Investigations there, as well aa 
in other Island groups of the Pacific. 
Mr. Christian, was educated at Eton 
and Oxford; some nine years ago he 
left England'for Australia and found 
himself in a position to realize his 
ambition of exploring the area of the 
eo^alled Malayo-Polyneaian tribes. H» 
stayed nearly three years in Samoa 
studying the language and customs of 
the peoples, especially those, who are 
furthest removed from the settle- 
ments of the white man. He bought 
some land in the valley of the Valain- 
gano (River, near R. L. Stevenson's 
plantation at Vailma. Stevenson prov- 
ed himself the very best of neighbors, 
the kindliest of entertainers. Of hif 
society and sympathy and hospitality 
Mr. Christian entertains the most 
pleasing recollections. On 'his depart- 
ure for Tahiti and the Marquesas, Ste- 
venson took over his little plantation 
and experimental nursery of economi- 
cal plants at a most generous figure. 
The Forest Department of New South 
Wales, in exchange for some packets 
of Samoan seeds, had forwarded Mr. 
Christian quantities of the seed of 
valuable Australian economic trees— 
of the black 'butt, stringy bark, golden 
•wattle and various kinds of eucalyptus 
which throve excellently In the rich 
<soil under the care of his right hand 
man, a carefully trained Tongaa Isl- 
ander, Tupom of Vavau. 


In Tahiti and the Marquesas Mr. 


Christian spent two years carefully 
and minutely studying and noting 
down the language, the genealogies, 
folklore and traditions of a kindly, 
hospitable and singularly interesting 
folk. Soon after 'his return to Sydney 
Mr. Christian met that remarkable 
Ulyfl6fi«ot;Raclflc..wateC8, Louis Beeke. 
On his advice lie determined single 
banded to visit Spanish Micronesia 
and obtain some further and minuter 
information upon certain mysterious 
ruins reported to exist upon Donate or 
Ponape and 'Lele, two islands lying 
further to the eastward of the exten- 
sive Caroline chain. By the kind offi- 
ces of Sir Stewart Lockhart, Colonial 
Secretary, and Sir William Robinson, 
the Governor of Hongkong, (Mr. Chris- 
tian received letters of introduction 
to General Blanco, the then Spanish 
Governor of-the Philippines, who in 
turn furnished him with introductions 
to the two deputy Governors on Yap 
and Ponape—the respective seats of 
government in the Western and East- 
ern Carolines, Tbe results of (Mr. Chris- 
tian's explorations were as follows: 


A Pampsnga_native, since executed 


by the Spanish tor joining the late 
Philippine rebellion, took some 150 
photographs in the districts of Kltl, 
U, Metalanim, Not and 
Chokach 


(wrongly styled Jekoita and Jokoits in 
the present charts). The walled Islets 
of Nan-<Matal, the mysterious Venice 
of Micronesia, were explored and map- 
ped oat fairly accurately. The phone- 
ste of very many native names and 
their spelling were changed from a 
meaningless jargon to t&eir correct na- 
tive renderings and accompanying sig- 
nifications. He also made excavations 
in the central vault of the sanctuary 
of Nan-Tanacb, bringing to light a 
considerable number of curious tools, 
implements and shell ornaments of a* 
ancient da^e. Many of the oM native 
legends aad fairy tales were rescued 
from oblivion; this, slowly and wKh 
difficulty, for there is much of a cross 
grained reticence in the Ponapean 
character to be overcome only by min- 
gled patience and perseverance. Some 
new Information was obtained aboat 
the flora and marten life of the arcnl- 


nine year*. After putting the re- 


sults of hit work on record through 
the Royal Geographical Society and 
otherwise, it Is his intention to revisit 
the Carolines and Mariannes, taking 
particular notice of Rifle, Tinlan, Sal- 
pan, Pntawat and Nuku-Oro, by no 
means forgetting that quaint and in- 
teresting group, tie iPelew Islands. 


(Mr. Christian spent some months in 


Honolulu and made many acquain- 
tances nere. He was an,enthusiastic 
cricket player and took advantage of 
every opportunity to eater a match or 
Indulge In practice. Mr. Christian la 
the gentleman who borrowed Rev. H. 
Bingham's manuscript dictionary of 
Polynesian languages, -which work was 
subsequently lost Mr. Christian cent 
the ibook to Prof. Alexander's residence 
by messenger, but delivery was not 
made.

"Hawaii and a Revolution." Mary H. 


Ktout, 1898. Published by Dodd, 
Mead & Co., of New York. For sale 
by Wall, Nichols Co., Honolulu, at 
$2 net. 
There are 330 pages of this book. It 


is beautifully bound, clearly printed on 
good paper and has a number of ex- 
cellent illustrations. The name of the 
author will be recognized by a. good 
many people of this town, and there 
are numbers who will purchase the 
book without any further inquiry. Miss 
Krout was here in 1893 and in 1894. 
She is a cultivated woman, and one 
with a strong grasp of affairs. She is 
an observer and a thinker. While here 
Miss Krout enjoyed to the highest de- 
gree the confidence of all with whom 
she came in contact She was sent to 
study the situation and she had the 
rare faculty of getting facts that stood 
out and then presenting them effective- 
ly. "Miss Krout'a personal sympathies 
went out to the revolutionists, though 
she had a great aloha for the natives 
and during her stay here was granted 
audiences by Liliuokalani and Kapio- 
lani. Miss Krout is a cousin of Ad- 
miral Brown, who endeared himself to 
the whole of the Hawaiian race. 


The writer of "Hawaii and a Revo- 


lution" was afforded, by her 
and her personal efforts, opportunity 
to see about all there was to be noted 
in connection with the overthrow and 
the political relations and conditions. 
She took full advantage of this chanc 
and the result is a volume worth hav- 
ing in a library. It is utterly unlike 
a number of the flimsy "chapter books" 
that have been floated and that are be- 
ing offered. Before coming to the 
Islands and -while on the scene, and 
afterwards while preparing her manu- 
script, Miss Krout was a student of 
Pomander, Jarves and Alexander and 
her pages are singularly free from 
error. One funny little mistake is 
made in reporting a trifling affair. Miss 
Krout says a performance at the opera 
house was announced unexpectedly one 
evening on the arrival of a boat from 
the Colonies dad that the'ladies dressed 
so hurriedly for the occasion .thattaejF 
left their -hats at home. Miss 
must know now that- Honolulu is tfce 
only city in the world where the ladies 
go to the theater without hats all the 
time. 


As a whole "Hawaii and a Revolu- 
tion" is a strong book. Wherever In 
its lines Miss Krout takes up a set of 
facts and reasons for herself the result 
is a tribute to her brain power. She Is 
merciless in commenting on Commis- 
sioner Blount and Mr. Cleveland. Mies 
Krout visited the volcano, but did 'not 
care to go to Molokai. As an investi- 
gator she was extremely careful 
in 


studying the character of the native 
Hawaiians and cites with regret the 
Inability of the aborigine to meet the 
phases of the great and sudden changes 
that had taken place in his domain. 


Miss 'Krout gives a number of pages 


of most interesting personal experi- 
ences. Through some means not told 
she learned in the States many months 
prior to January, 1893, that there was 
likely to be serious trouble in Govern- 
mental circles here. It was more than 
hinted to her that there would in all 
probability, in view of the conduct of 
the Queen and the Legislature, be an 
upheaval of some sort. Miss Krout 
secured from the paper to which she 
was attached, permission to come to 
the Islands, her purpose being to be 
"on the spot." In making her last call 
in Chicago she had the misfortune to 
have a fall that severely sprained an 
ankle. This delayed her till after the 
overthrow, and she came here on 
crutches. 


"Hawaii and a Revolution'' is enter- 


taining from first page to last. Some 
of the descriptive writing is pictur- 
esquely vivid and well of preservation 
value. In the book, besides Hawaii, 
there is something of two calls at Apia, 
Samoa and a viait to New Zealand. In 
describing the taking down of the 
American flag here by Blount, Miss 
Krout gives an account that is a faith- 
ful word reproduction of the event

George Parsons, and Francis, were 
born ^on* these Islands. jDr. Lathrop, 
after acquiring a fortune" here, settled 
in, the city of New York.

social gifts, and under favorable cir- 
cumstances became a social leader.

A) private view was given in St. 


Bartholomew's Church, New York, re- 
cently, of a. mural painting, "The Light 
of the World,",'by Francis Lathrop, 
•which ihas been executed on an order 
from the brother, children, and wife 
of the late George Kemp. Since the 
order was given Mrs. Kemp has died. 
The painting, which has occupied all 
Mr. Lathrop's time and attention for 
nearly two years,, was completed last 
summer. It fills the entire wall space 
of the chancel above the altar and re- 
redos, and has a surface area of nearly 
800. square feet, with a semi-circular 
border around the top. It measures 30 
feet in height and 28 feet in width, 
and is painted on canvas, which 'has 
been cemented and rolled on to the 
wall, a process now extensively used 
in interior decorations, and whteh was 
employed in the Hotel del Ville and 


. other public buildings in Paris, in the 


Boston Public Library, and the As- 
toria Hotel. The picture has a mas- 
sive frame of Arabesque design, with 
the subject text from Mark xiii,,''26. 27: 
"The Son of Man coming in the clouds 
with great power and glory," in Gothic 
letters. This frame was designed and 
modeled., 'by the artist and was cast 
under his supervision. 


The picture is not only the most im- 


portant work that Mr. Lathrop, who 
has achieved deserved fame for his 
decorative work, has produced, but will 
take 'high place among the more im- 
portant mural paintings of the country. 
The artist did the interior decoration 
of St Bartholomew's several years ago. 
and he has made this last painting to' 
complement the church decoration. 
There are 78 figures or heads in the 
composition, and most of these, even 
in the remoter groups, are above life 
size. 
The figure of Christ, which is 


the centre of the composition, is of 
heroic size. 


The scheme of color of the picture is 


white, gold, and purple, and the pic- 
ture is so placed that the side lights 
of the chancel illuminate it even on a 
dark day and invest it with a joyous 
atmosphere. The keynote of the com- 
position is one of triumphnnt rejoicing. 
The figure of Christ, draped in white 
garments falling in fine folds, advances 
in a cloud of light, with arms extended 
in a gesture of protection and welcome, 
while -numerous figures of the elect 
and saints, robed In white, purple, and 
gold, are massed In the foreground on 
either side of the figure of Christ. Two 
angels holding palms, one on the right 
and one on the left are the marshals of 


the Army Building, has received ord- 
ers from the War Department to se- 
cure at once an iron ship of from, 1,000 
to 3,000 tons for use as a .cable ehfp to 
lay cables to connect the islands of the 
Phillppinese, The department las al- 
ready ordered for this purpose 166 
miles of marine cable, weighing 625 
tons. It Is to be coiled in skeleton 
tanks in different holds of the vessel. 
The cable ship must accommodate on 
the forvgard deck, the "giving out" ma- 
chinery, which will weigh from fifteen 
to .twenty tons, and the accessories, 
weighing from five to ten tons. In the 
after-hold will be fitted out the quart- 
ers for the crew of twenty men. This 
space will be used for coal on the .way 
out. 
The ship will be-kept on station 


as a cable ship, .or can tie used as a 
transport. She is to be secured .at once.

Natives Leva of Flowers. 


This paper, The Indigenous Flow- 


, «rs of Hawaii, *waa read toy Mies Mary 


Rice, of 'Kaoal, upon her graduation 
from the Honolulu High School.) 


In the past fifty years, the Hawaiian 


Islands have undergone a great change 
and bat few people remember the time 
when Che Kukul trees grew on the low- 
tendB near the «ea coast 


It is eald by naturalists that, the 


flowering plants of the Islands exceed 
four hundred varieties. Formerly the 
nativee would go in great numbers In- 
to the mountains annually, for various 
purposes such as canoe making, bird 
catching, gathering medicinal herbs 
and also for many other pursuits, botih 
of pleasure and .profit 


There is no race more fond of the 


beauties of nature than are the 'Ha- 
•walians, and many are the myths thai 
have been banded down from genera- 
tion to generation, seemingly 
from 
very ancient times. 


Peitoagm there is no flower more not 


ed titan the Ohia Lehua. ' The Lehua 
tree grows to all aizea, from the 'hand 
some shrub of sixteen feet high, to thi 
forest tree of a hundred. The brigh- 
red blossoms are loaded •wits honey 
which'ia the favorite food of the Olo- 
kele, a small bird with brilliant scarle 
plumage. 


The flowers of the Ohia-ai are much 
like those of the Lehua tree. Tbe 
Ohia-ai blossoms grow directly from 
the branches, and even from the trunk 
giving the tree a peculiarly rich ap 
pearance. 


The flowers are BO plentiful tha 


when they fall the ground beneath is 
covered with a bright red carpet. 
The fruit in shape resembles an ob 


long apple with a white Juicy pulp. 


There are not many of the indigen- 


ous flowers growing on the lowlands 
now, as cattle and cultivation have al- 
most exterminated them. 
Formerly 


those which were most commonly seen 
on the lowlands were the Hau, Nehe 
Wiliwili, PuakaJa, 'BoJraehue, Pilifcai 
Koall-awahia, iHilo and Koa. 


Perhaps of these the Kou, Wiliwili 


Nehe and Hau are the most important 
The Kou tree Is now scarce, but it was 
once a favorite* rihade tree, not only 
because it grew easily, bat it was the 
tree from which £he Hawaiians made 
moot o>f their handsome and 
usefu 


- dfetoee.

The Hawaiian {Islands Slave never 


- been noted for the 'beauty of their flora 


and to the stranger the land seems des- 
titute 
of indigenous flowers. But 


when one comes to search In the val- 
leys and on the mountains, it is aston- 
ishing the number of varieties there 
areIn spring many clusters of flowers 
of a bright-^tmnge color appear, grace- 
fully set asjid the light green leaves. 


The flowen of the 'WUiwili tree vary 


in color frdm pale yellow to orange 
ecarlet The wood when dry is as 
light as cork and is used a great dea 
by the natives for out-riggers and surf 
boards. 


The Neh«j „* email yellow flower 


blooms on a" bushy plant, not more 
than four ieet Ugh. 


The teftvea. are sometimes used like 


the common, tea, possessing, It is said, 
some medicinal value. 


Tbe Noftfettna, a small white flower, 


which is tilled with pink, may be con- 
sidered one- Of the few field flowers 
which the Islands possess. 


The flowers which were formerly 


used in making leis for the Chiefs, were 
the Eima and the Kamakahula, both 
flowers being yellow, as that was the 
royal color. The Kamakahula is a 
waxy orange colored flower, which 
could only be worn by high chiefs, and 
it meant death to any common man or 
woman who ventured to wear it. 


The Pankauahl is a beautiful creep- 


ing plant The flowers are of a dark 
rldh purple, a color rare in the Hawaii- 
an flowers. 


"When the Poakauhi was much more 


plentiful tiian it is now, the natives 
made leis of it, mixing it with the blos- 
som of the Wiliwili, which is orange 
scarlet, thus forming a contrast, very 
gratifying to their passion for gay col- 
ors.There are five different species of the 
Convolvulus family. The moat common 
one to the tKoall-awahia, which baa a 
delicate bins purple color, which in 
tbe afternoon changes to pink, and fin- 
ally closing in tbe evening. The stem 
and root* are much used as a. medicine 
for all kinds of bruleee or broken 
bones, with wonderfully good effect 


The Koall-al, aa its name implies, 


VM formerly used by the Hawaiians as 
a food in times of war. The roots and 
stems were the parts used. 


The other varieties are the Pllikai, 


Pohuenne rod the Uala, The Uala 
plant, commonly known am tfhs sweet- 
poUto, is one of tbe most widely dis- 
tributed plant* in Urn world. 


In tome parts of tbe Islands, •where 


KaJo i* not grown, the natives' prin- 
cipal measi of sabetetesoe was the 
Uala. A field of Uala, entirely cover- 
ing tbe gnftwd with dark green leaves 
together with the pink bfoMoms. I* 
Quite * pretty eight, but one that to 
rarely *era now, M year by year, the 
natives have decreased, aad «b«y prac- j 
tioe less and lees of tbelr o!3 Beallbful 
mode* of life 


Among the many plant*, tbe Hawaii- 


an* need M medicines are tbe MMXA- 
wtfkl*. Hollo, OJortn, PokAlafcala, Noni, 
A)«*I&, Ihl»-*.f and Ptt&kai*.

The blossoms are of the .beautiful

The Koklo-Keokeo, belonging,to the 


Hibiscus family, is a very attractive, 
shrub, twenty feet high. 


The flowers are very pretty. The 


delicate white of^tbe petals and the 
pink of the showy stamens form -a 
charming contrast with the dark green 
leaves. 


An ancient Hawaiian legend is con- 


nected with these ibeautiful flowens, 
that tells of two maidens Laiaikawa; 
and Lalalohelohe. Wherever they went 
a rainbow encircled them, the birds 
sang and ttte Akaakaawa and* Koklo- 
Keokeo appeared and the flowers'wel- 
comed them with a graceful bend of 
their dainty heads. 


The Hawaiian flora will not survive 


long now, owing to the,-forelgn plants 
that are rapidly spreading and soon 
people will not 'know the indigenous 
flowers.

One "Of the very noticeable real es- 


tate whirls has for its center the new 
Kaimuki tract, on the Waialae road 
And the Kapahulu drive. It is reached 
from, either directly out Beretaoia 
streets or through Kaplolanl Park, and 


on" one of the lines of the new Ho- 


nolulu Rapid Transit Company. This 
whirl ot activity amounts to almost a 
cyclone, all to the benefit of the pur- 
chasers and Gear, Lansing & Co., the 
owners who are represented in trans- 
actions by Mr. Mlnton. 


Mauka of Diamond Head, f*or a dis- 


tance of three or four miles is a high 
ridg£ that vernacular geologists call 'a 
"hog back." At the most elevated point 
on this ridge is the debris of Telegraph* 
Hill' (Kaimuki). ID the olden days 
vessels coming from the north were 
signalled to the city from Kaimuki' by 
a semaphore system, clear and effec- 
tive. The town end of the line "was a 
building on Kabumanu street, then oc- 
eupted as a sail loft 


The Kaimuki tract slopes from a 


stone wall on either side of the old 
•Telegraph Hill station clear down to 
the Kapahulu Drive, sometimes called 
the White Road. It is like a boulevard 
from the park. The Waialae Road, ex- 
tension of Beretania street, is another 
of the perfect roads of the new era. 
Both thoroughfares are wide and have 
'shade trees. 
, 


• When the'Kaimuki tract was taken 


hold of by the realty men it was cov- 
ered with lantana, had a considerable 
amount'of surface rock and several ex- 
tensive deposits of stone, heaved up by 
volcanic fires. The loose rock and the 
lantana are disappearing. The deposits 
are being worked as quarries, some of 
the stone having gone into foundations 
for the Judd and other new buildings 
about" town. That there Js a good view 
from this land is, of course, accepted at 
once. On the upper levels or the 
bench one may see into the crater of 
Diamond Head, may see Koko heads, 
may see Honolulu, Ewa district, with 
the growing cane and the Waianae 
mountains.. The breeze from Palolo 
valley is'never failing. The drainage 
is natural.. 


Water-supply was a problem at first, 


but was solved by "brains and money.'*' 
Twj artesian wells have been driven 
•and they- flow more than 6,000,000 gal- 
Tons of fine water daily. Main pipes 
will be within the reach of every tot 
In the tract The pumping plant is 
about to, be shipped from the coast 
The reservoir will be located near Tel- 
egraph Hill. 


Streets are being made through the 


plot now. A couple of hundred men 
are engaged to the work and they work 
with a will The streets are lined or 
banked with stone that is to be used 
in the future in macadamizing, as a 
stone crusher and roller are to come 
Into the task of making the suburb the 
very best in every way. A good many 
Chinese laborers are used and it is 
deeply interesting to watch them op- 
erate. They strike a surface rock that 
is too large for the gang of eight to 
handle. A piece of giant powder di- 
vides the aggregate of weight. There 
is a pole and heavy piece of cable for 
each pair of men and four of the sets 
can perform an almost incredible 
task of moving a mass of stone. The 
Chinese do not rush at their work. 
They do not shout or play in any man- 
ner. They keep "everlastingly at it," 
and accomplish simply wonders 


Kaimuki has attracted a number of 


local investors, snch men as Dr. And- 
rews, A. F. Cooke, E. A, Mott-Smith, 
Mr. Dickey and others, having been 
early purchasers. Harold M. Sewall, 
Che Special Agent of the United States, 
has a large area of the land. Mr. Cooke 
has an entire block. Two residences are 
now under way on the tract Many will 
be -built so soon as the water pipes are 
laid. At present the lots are being 
sold at moderate prices and on easy 
terms, as Mr. Mlntan insists. It is Mr 
Uinton also who suggests that Inev- 
itably there must toon be, an increase 
in the value of the land as building 
sites.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The Secre- 


tary of War has received a recommend- 
ation from Surgeon General Sternberg 
for the establishment of an army sani- 
tarium at Nagasaki, Japan, for the use 
of the United States troops at Manila; 
The recommendation has not yet been 
approved, but it is looked upon with, 
much favor, owing to the desirability; 
of having such a sanitarium well away 
from the Philippines and from any pos- 
sible epidemic that may arise there. 
It would require the consent of the 
Japanese Government, but little doubt 
exists that this will be given. The cli- 
mate in this Japanese locality is very 
salubrious and bracing, and is in every 
way better than that about Manila, 
partic ularly for the sick and conva-
